Freight, traditionally, accounts for B8 per 
cent ot railway revenue and passengi^rs fo] 
only 12 per cent. The roads u.sed to be im- 
patient about havlns lo trouble with travel- 
ers. Now theyfloo the tollEcy of that attitude 

"Tlie railways have been too prone to sub- 
ject the passenger's Interest to the whims of 
mechanical and operating offices and lo the 
requirements o( mall and expre.M .schedules, 
one spokesman conceded. Another went fur- 
ther: 

"Wo have denuded our railway of passenser 
service at many points and wo ore thorough- 
ly ashamed of -having done so. A railway is 
Judged {In my opinion wrongly) by the typo 
of possoncer service It renders. It Is Impas- 
sible to mcasiito What this has cost us . . , 
but I do know that wu became very unpopu- 
lar m many places as a result of this policy." 

There Is going to be a great pentup flood 
of travel desire, when peace comes back, and 
If the railroads live up lo such promises us 
these, they need fear no destructive slump 
In business.

THOSE AIIE THE SCUni 

News stories have been accurate and, for 
the most part, Epecjflc, Yet there are some 
who are confuted about what It going on In 
the Japanese-American segregation camp at 
Tule Lake, California. 

It Is Important to remember that tjio In- 
lemecs at Tule Lake are not run-of-tho-mlll 
Japanese-Americans, They aro a select group. 
Every man there was chosen because he was 
not a representative Japanese-American — be- 
cause, unlike the vast majority of Americans 
of Japanese blood, he was disloyal to the 
United States, unrcccptlvo— to-dcmocracy. 
treacherous, untrustworthy, unfit to mingle 
with decent human beings. 

There aro, atTulo Lake, some few to whom 
those epithets do not apply. They are women 
and children who, under the rigid family 
system of the Japanese race, went along vith 
their pro-Japanese husbands and fathers. 

But theio tow aro Important only as Indi- 
vidual victims ot a situation. Tlie Important 
thing Is that we Americans should distinguish 
clearly between the Tulo Lake aggregation of 
traitors — who now are rioting and plotting — 
- "and the-almost 100,000 American citizens 
who, by the accident ot birth, have "Japanese 
blood" in their veins. 

It Would be no more Just to hold the Tule 
Lalte agitators against other Japanese-Amer- 
icans than to hold tha Lord Haw-Hawa 
against all Anglo-Saxons, 

Just lor the record. It li worth remembering 
that these Tule Lake Japanese, who are not 
entitled to be dubbed "Amortcans," were per- 
mitted lor some 18 months to mingle freely 
with loyal Japancse-Amorieans, against 
whom they directed subverBlvo propaganda 
ranging from wheedling through arguments 
to threats, before public demand forced their 
segregation at Tule Lake. 

But now that wrong has been rightod. Ev- 
ery known bad Japanese, which means at 
least 98.44 per cent ot all, Is now at Tule Lake. 

The Japaneae-Ainerlcani not at Tule Lake 
have every right to be coiuldered and treated 
as plain Americans, without discrimination 
because of jsldn tons or cost of features. 

This Is Important to ttism. It Is equally Im- 
portant to us who have no Japanese blood 
Bud tpbo hatf eveiyUiUsg lor wtiish Wppoa 
stand*,
